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Opportunity 


gets $$$ 


boost

Sacramento State College's Educational 

Opportunity Program (EOP) is some 
$34,000 richer today, thanks to a grant 
from International Business Machines 
Corp. and matching funds from the 
federal government 

Speaking ut a press conference Thursday 
afternoon on campus, Alfonso E. Arruiza 
IBM San Jose’s EOP coordinator, and 
Francis G. Navarrette, SSC director of 
EOP, explained that the funds will be 
used to augment the hiring of tutors to 
encourage and support EOP students in 
the pursuit of their higher education 
goals 

Tutors (students who, themselves, are 
required to be in need of financial aid) 
while in school will work up to 15 hours 
a week assisting students in EOP 
programs within the State College 
System 

Sacramento's $34,000 gran‘ was part of 
a $340,000 addition for Educational 
Opportunity Programs at ten of the 
California State Colleges 

Participating colleg’s, chosen because of 
their location in areas of sizeable 
minority concentrations, are at 
Dominguez Hills, Los Angeles, Fresno, 
San Fernando, San Bernardino, San 
Diego, San Francisco, San Jose, Long 
Beach and Sacramento 
The federal government will match 
IBM’s $68,000 statewide grant on a 4-1 
basis to pay salaries of student 
participants. The overall $340,000 pian 
will supplement limited funding presently 
available for tutorial aspects of EOP 
programs on the ten selected campuses 
The Educational Opportunity Program 
at SSC had its inception in the spring ol 
1968 under the direction of Dr. E.L. 
Klingelhofer. 

Due to the limited scope of the original 
program, the administrators and faculty 
assisted on an unpaid, volunteer basis 
concurrent with their normal 
responsibilities. A full-time staff soon 
became necessary 

Another way to eviluate the success of 
the program is to consider the retention 
rate. During the first year 80 siudents 
were brought into the college by the 
program. Today about 70 remain or have 
graduated. This represents a retention 
rate of about 85 per cent. The second 
year saw a 90 per cent retention rate 
This year, with the fall semester half 
gone, about 5 students of the 300 
brought in have ‘een lost, or only two 
per cent 

Another way to measure the success of 
EOP is by recognizing the exceptional 
students it has produced. An example of 
such an exeptional student 1s Warren 
Moorehead, an SSC alumnus, now 
attending Harvard University as a 
graduate student 

The FOP at Sacramento Staie College 
and other similas programs throughout 
the state and country are breaking the 


vicious circle of uneducation for the poor 
ind disadvantaged 

In its third year of success, EOP

Campus unrest owed to 
ROTC and Vietnam

WASHINGTON (AP) College 
administrators and faculty 
members differ sharply with 
students over the primary cause of 
campus violence but an 
overwhelming majority believe 
university confrontations are 
waning, the President's 
Commission on Campus Unrest 
reported last week 

The most likely targets for 


violent disruptions this year are 
schools enrolling over 10,000 with 


low admissions standards and 
Reserve Officer Training Corps 
(ROTC) units on campus, the 


commission’s report added 

The assessments were contained 
in a poll of college presidents, 
faculty senate chairmen and 
student body presidents. The poll 
was taken by the commission in 
July. 

Administrators and _ faculty 
members cited the Vietnam war as 
the primary cause of violent and 
sporadic outbursts. Significantly, 
students felt that lack of 


communication was the primary 
factor 
As for 


future confrontations, 
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66 per nt of the student 0 
the administrators 
and 76 per cent of the faculty 
nembers believed violent 
infrontations ‘would 
this year 

Most authorities 
student demands 
discontent over 
regulations as the 
internal issues that 
off campus disorders 

The Indochina war was cited as 
the overwhelming external issue 
that could incite violence. 

Colleges with an enrollment 
under 1,000, high admission 
standards, no ROTC units on 
campus, per student 
appropriations under $1,250 and 
an emphasis on all curricula 
except liberal arts were depicted 
as the least likely to suffer 
disruptions 

State authorities were asked to 
refrain from _ interfering with 
college affairs and to grant more 
funds to the universities. Greater 
communication was stressed for 
local communities 

On the campus itself, 
administrators were urged to 
establish better channels. of 
communication with students 
Students were urged to work 
within the system.

‘Joe’ and elephantine liars 


Recently I have been reading some very favorable reviews of the movie 


“Joe” 


. Local critics, like critics across the country, have not only lent 


their approval to filmdom’s latest aesthetic irresponsibility, but are 


actually eliciting audiences by the “ 


After viewing the movie, it is incumbent upon me to ask, 


come ye” bend of their columns. 


“are these 


people ‘on the take’, elephantine liars, or just simply devoid of common 


sense and art appreciation?” 


At the local premiere showing of “Joe” a movie promoter explained 
the uncertainties of the film’s box office success. Only then did he go 
on to pontificate as to its theme and social validity. In the discussion 
after the film most of the people had little more to offer than that they 
were appalled by the language of the characters. It is lamentable that 
these movie-goers criticized the only redeeming feature of the flick—the 


masterful capture of American idic 


ms. They missed the large obsenity 


which was the film itself. In twenty years of movie-going, from Peter 


Pan to Easy Rider, 


it was the worst movie | 


have ever had the 


displeasure of viewing. The plot was contrived, the acting over-labored 


and the stereo-typing unforgivable. 


But these are not the worst features of the film. Whaf about the social 
consequences? The muddle-headed and sheltered middle class are sure 
to take to the erroneous portrayal of young people—it measures up to 
their preconceived notions. The movie has also a built-in question. Is it 
patriotic and justifiable to kill in order to preserve your way of life? 
For generations that question has been resolved on foreign soils. It is 


now an imminently domestic 


consideration. 


“Joe” has helped to 


precipitate an answer for Americans en masse by subtly and maybe 
inadvertantly showing them the way. Before they were neutralized by 
the lack of socialization and precedent for such drastic solutions. Will 
there be more Kent States now? Thank you Cannon Fi!m Corporation. 

Nowhere, you can be sure, but in America can social problems of so 
serious a nature as the war between young and old, left and right, be 


exploited for commrercial gain. 


I can’t help but belie 


eve the large 


commercial and political interests don’t really care how we peasants on 
the ground floor fight it out as long as we don’t totally destroy each 


other and consequently the market for garbage like 


“Joe’’. This movie 


is indeed an excellent example of what Marcuse in his An Essay on 
Liberation calls the obscenity of exploitation, and the shamelessness of 
affluent society. It is obscene in that it perpetuates rather than lessens 


social evils, and that it enslaves and condition: 


the mind to think only 


in the categories the established authorities would have us think. 
Ultimately this is to maintain their grip on the people. It is shameless in 
that people by their patronage encourage the exploiters to even greater 


moral and aesthetic outrages.

Don’t throw away your garbage, 
somebody wants it! The Ecology 
Information Center of 
Sacramento is instituting a project 
of recycling garbage 


The obiective is to sh »w to local 
government leaders that 
Sacramento will support such a 


project on a long-run basis and to 


show the need for 4a permanent 
system of recycling 

With this project the 
Sacramen‘’o area will be divided 


into six areas each containing one 
drop-off point. The project will 
start Saturday Nov. 28 and will 
continue on the last Saturday of 


every month for six months. At 
the end of the six months, the 
project will be analyzed. [f it 
proves successful, it will be 


continued for another six months 
The success of this recycling 
effort depends upon the people 
The drop-off points will be 
ypened from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. on 
the last Saturday of each month 
(lf the materials are dropped oft 
on any other day, it will create a 
solid waste and litter problem on 
the property donated as drop-off 
points and the project will have to 
be discontinued.)

At each drop-off point, 
containers, aluminum 
newspapers, cardboard boxes and 


brown paper bags will be 
accepted 

Glass containers that will be 
ccepted must have all metal 
removed The glass must be 
divided into three colors: clear 
green and all other colors. The 


furnaces which melt the glass will 
be ruined if even a tiny bit of 
metal is mixed with the glass 
Therefore careful precaution must 
be taken to remove the metal 
rings left on bottles from twist-off 
caps 

The glass will be transported to 
the Bay Area and sold to the Glass 
Container Manufacturers 
Institute, Inc. At the present time 
there is mo company accepting 
giass in the immediate area. A 
large response could lead to a glass 
reclamation center in Sacramento 
At this time, only aluminum 
drink cans will be accepted. An 
aluminum can may be identified 
by the seamless sides and rounded 
bottom all in one piece. The cans 


should be empty and crushed The 
cans can be crushed by stepping 
on the center, then crushing the 


twe ends. Bi-metal cans (those 
with aluminum pul! tops but tin 
sides and bottom) will net be 
accepted

and slick-paper magazines will not 
be accepted.

This, unfortunately, 
weighted the student-parent vote 
in the direction of Northern 
California voting patterns 
However, in all races except 
those for governor and attorney 
general, the students, cooperating 
parents and the general electorate 
picked the same winners. The 
students did heavier for 
Peace and Freedom and American 
Independent Party than did their 
parents, but percentage 
differences were not significant 
Jess Unruh was voted governor 
students but not their 
parents nor the electorate. He 
received 59.3 per cent of the 
student vote and 48.3 per cent of 
the parent vote. Incumbent 
Ronald Reagan got 27.3 per cent 
of the student vote and 49.5 per 
cent from the parents 
Republican Ed Reinecke 
received 41.2 per cent of the 
studcnt vote for lieutenant

Reinecke 60.8 per cent and 
Alquist 26.8 per cent 

Democrat Edmund G. Brown, !r 
received S57 per cent of the 
Student vote and 56.5 per cent 
from the parents in the secretary 
of state race. Republican James L 
Flournoy was favored by 27.3 of 
the students and 27.5 per cent of 
the parents 

If the students had their \ ay, 
Democrat Charles O*Brien would 
have won the attorney general 
post, with 43.3 per cent of their 
vote. His opponent—and the 
winner—Republican Evelle J. 
Younger, however, was close with 
42.9 per cent of the student vote 
Parents gave O’Brien 47.3 per 
cent, with Younger winning by a 
close 48.6 per cent 

Students, parents and the general 
slectorate swept Wilson Riles into 
office over incumbent Dr. Max 
Rafferty in the state 
Superintendent of public 
instruction race. Students favored 
Riles with 84.1 per cent of their 
vote. The parents, a little less 
eager, gave him 60.8 per cent of
